Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner stated claim 31 would be allowed since it includes 
previous claim 32. Examiner stated that the rejection of claims 25 and 26 in view of Blaustein '564 would be dropped 
since Blaustein '564 does not adequately disclose a squeegee element with "elongated walls". With respect to the 
rejection of claim 25 based on Eliav '283, Examiner stated that further consideration is needed to determine whether or 
not Eliav '283 adequately teaches the first support and the second support move "automatically" of the other of the first 
support and second support.(lines 12-15). Applicant stated he might amend claim 25 (and possibly claim 26 also) to 
explain that the support surface would move as a result of the motorized handle. As for claim 33, Applicant stated that 
he would add the limitation that the substantially circular squeegee element includes "elongated walls" to define over 
Braun's'112Fig. 10. 
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
